Seems to be Possessed of Remark- 
able Pewer of Scenting Buried 
Valuablee—Made Great Strike on 
“Dobe” Ranch on North Side of 
San Joaquin River—Other. Finds. 


The man who buried his talent for 
safe keeping, as told in the Good 
Book, wouldn't have had much show 
of finding the talent again if be had 
happened to live iu these down-to- 
date times and Martin Lewis had 
heard of his performance. 


Martin Lewis is a buried-treasure | 


hunter, and the thought of cached 
money or jewelry in the ground is his 
very meat and drink. This sort of 
thing has such @ fascination for Lewis 
that he haz been at it, off and on, for 
half a lifetime; and he has been re- 
markably successful at the quest, too. 

Had failure followed this man's et- 
forts the world would have laughed at 
his attempts; but with success so often 
leading him to the disclosure of buried 
riches, those who know of his under- 
takings wonder and question among 
themselves how such things can de. 


Lewis is a success as a ene 


hunter. 

This grizzled old prospector arrived 
in Los Angeles yesterday, intent upon 
taking up the search for various buried 
fortunes rumored to have been placed 
in the earth dere during the days of 
the old Spanish régime. More particu- 
larly will Lewis devote his time to 
locating the boxes of gold and jewe.s 
suid to have been buried in Cahuenga 
Pass by Alonzo Otero, an account of 
which was given in last Sunday's 
Times. 

Lewis has spent nearly. half a cen- 
tury in mining and prospecting. He 
has put in forty-eight years in Cali- 
fornia and Arizona, and during that 
time he is said to have been instru- 
mental in turning up several buried 
fortunes. 4 

On the “Dobe” ranch, on the north 


about ten miles below Fireball’s Ferry. 
Lewis headed a party which made a 


successful search for buried Spanish. 


treasure, and guceceeded in digging out 
$14,987. which ts supposed tw have 
been buried in 1850. This was found 
by Lewis and his partv in 1861. 

Another attempt of this pruspector's 
was on the Manuel Den ranch, below 
Santa Tarbara and near Gaviota. 
There he found the old cache, but 
someone had been ahead of him, and 
the gold was missing. However, he 
unearthed the boxes and a keg which 
hed contained the valuables, and this 
is told as an evidence ot his keenness 
for the search. 

A few years ago this man undertook 
an investigation of the premises in 
the rear of the old United States 
Hotel, now known as Hotel Southern. 
and after considerable digging he sud- 
deniy went to Arizona. What he 
found has always been a mystery.
